1 pair each 3.25 (No 10) and 2.75 (No 12) or sizes needed to 
give correct tension. 

ACCESSORIES — Milward Knitters Needle to sew seams; 
7 Maxart Buttons. 

ABBREVIATIONS — See page 19. _ 


TENSION — 29 sts to 10 cm (approx 4 ins) in width over 
stocking st. 

Why you should knit a tension square. 

Loose Tension will cause the garment to stretch, drop and 
rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garment too small, with a hard 
fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garment will look like our 
photo. 

Using 3.25 (No 10) Needles, cast on 43 sts. 

Work 62 rows stocking st. 

Cast off loosely. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric rule 
across the centre of the square and mark 10 cm with pins 
as shown In photo. Count the number of sts between the 
pins. 

You should have 29 sts. 
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Less sts means loose tension — try needles a size 
smaller. 

More sts means tight tension — try needles a size larger. 
When you have achieved the correct tension, use the 
same needles to knit your garment (you may unravel your 
tension square and use the yarn in your garment). 
Remember, if you need to change the needle size to 
achieve the correct tension, you must also change the 
size of needles used in bands, etc. 

BACK. Using 2.75 (No 12) Needles, cast on 113 
(119-127-133) sts. 

1st row — K2, * PI, K1, rep from * to last st, K1. 

2nd row — K1, * PI, K1, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 10 times, inc once in centre of last 
row. . .114 (120-128-134) sts. 

Change to 3.25 (No 10) Needles. 

1st row — K11 (14-5-8), * y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K11, rep from 

* ending last rep with K10(13-4-7) Instead of K11. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K9 (12-3-6), * K2 tog, y fwd, K1, y fwd, si 1, K1, 
psso, K8, rep from * ending last rep with K9 (12-3-6) 
Instead of K8. 

5th row — K8 (11-2-5), * K2 tog, y fwd, K3, y fwd, si 1, K1, 
psso, K6, rep from * ending last rep with K8 (11-2-5) 
Instead of K6. 

7th row — K7 (10-1-4), * K2 tog, y fwd, K5, y fwd, si 1, K1, 
psso, K4, rep from * ending last rep with K7 (10-1-4) 
Instead of K4. 

8th row — Purl. Rows 1 to 8 IncI form patt. 

Cont In patt until work measures 33 cm ... 13 Ins .. . from 
beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape armholes — Keeping patt correct, cast off 6 (7-8-9) 
sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 88 (90-94-96) sts 
rem. 

Work 65 (63-65-63) rows patt. 

Shape shoulders — Cast off 9 (9-10-10) sts at beg of next 4 
rows, then 10 sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 32 (34-34-36) sts. 

LEFT FRONT. Using 2.75 (No 12) Needles, cast on 57 
(59-63-67) sts. 

Work 22 rows rib as for Back, Sizes 12 and 14 only — inc 
once In centre of last row ... 57 (60-64-67) sts. 

Change to 3.25 (No 10) Needles. ** 

1st row — K11 (14-5-8), * y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K11, rep from 

* ending last rep with K5 instead of K11. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K9 (12-3-6), * K2 tog, y fwd, K1, y fwd, si 1, K1, 
psso, K8, rep from * ending last rep with K4 Instead of K8. 
5th row — K8 (11-2-5), * K2 tog, y fwd, K3, y fwd, si 1, K1, 
psso, K6, rep from * ending last rep with K3 instead of K6. 
7th row — K7 (10-1-4), * K2 tog, y fwd, K5, y fwd, si 1, K1, 
psso, K4, rep from * ending last rep with K2 Instead of K4. 
8th row — Purl. 

Rows 1 to 8 IncI form patt. 

Cont In patt until there are 18 rows less than Back to 
armholes, ending with a purl row. 

Shape front slope — Keeping patt correct, dec at end of 
next and foil 6th rows until 54 (57-61-64) sts rem. 

Work 5 rows patt. 

Shape armhole — Next row — Cast off 6 (7-8-9) sts, patt to 
last 2 sts, K2tog. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows 7 (8-9-10) times, AT SAME 
TIME dec at front edge in foil 6th rows 2 (2-3-3) times ... 38 
(39-40-41) sts. 

Dec at front edge only in foil 6th rows from previous dec 
until 28 (28-30-31) sts rem. Size 16 only — then in foil 4th 
row once. 

Work 7 (1-5-1) row/s patt. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 9 (9-10-10) sts at beg of next 
row and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 


RIGHT FRONT. Work as for Left Front to **. 

1st row — K6, * y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K11, rep from * 
ending last rep with K10 (13-4-7) Instead of K11. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K4, * K2 tog, y fwd, K1, y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K8, 
rep from * ending last rep with K9 (12-3-6) instead of K8. 

5th row — K3, * K2 tog, y fwd, K3, y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K6, 
rep from * ending last rep with K8 (11-2-5) instead of K6. 

7th row — K2, * K2 tog, y fwd, K5, y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K4, 
rep from * ending last rep with K7 (10-1-4) instead of K4. 

8th row — Purl. 

Rows 1 to 8 inci form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures same as Left Front to 
front slope shaping, ending with same row. 

Shape front slope — Keeping patt correct, dec at beg of 
next and foil 6th rows until 53 (56-60-63) sts rem. 

Shape armhole — Cast off 6 (7-8-9) sts at beg of next row. 
Dec at armhole edge in next and alt rows 7 (8-9-10) times in 
all, AT SAME TIME dec at front edge in foil 6th rows from 
previous dec 2 (2-3-3) times . . . 38(39-40-41) sts. 

Dec at front edge only In foil 6th rows from previous dec 
until 28 (28-30-31) sts rem. Size 16 only — then in foil 4th 
row once. 

Work 8 (2-6-2) rows patt. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 9 (9-10-10) sts at beg of next 
row and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

SLEEVES. Using 2.75 (No 12) Needles, cast on 67 (73-79-83) 
sts. 

Work 48 rows rib as for Back (1 st row is right side of cuff). 
49th row — Rib 0 (3-6-8), * inc in next st, rib 2, rep from * to 
last 1 (4-7-9) st/s, inc In next st, rib 0 (3-6-8) ... 90 
(96-102-106) sts. 

Change to 3.25 (No 10) Needles. 

1st row — K12 (15-5-7), * y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K11, rep from 
* ending last rep with K11 (14-4-6) Instead of K11. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K10 (13-3-5), * K2 tog, y fwd, K1, y fwd, si 1, K1, 
psso, K8, rep from * ending last rep with K10 (13-3-5) 
instead of K8. 

5th row — K9 (12-2-4), * K2 tog, y fwd, K3, y fwd, si 1, K1, 
psso, K6, rep from * ending last rep with K9 (12-2-4) 
Instead of K6. 

7th row — K8 (11-1-3), * K2 tog, y fwd, K5, y fwd, si 1, K1, 
psso, K4, rep from * ending last rep with K8 (11-1-3) 
instead of K4. 

8th row — Purl. Rows 1 to 8 inci form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures 8 (9-9-10) cm . . . 3V4 
(3V2-3V2-4) Ins . . . from centre of rib cuff, ending with a 
purl row. 

Shape top — Keeping patt correct, cast off 3 (3-4-4) sts at 
beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 42 (54-54-62) sts 
rem, then in every row until 20 sts rem. Cast off. 

FRONT BAND. Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. 
Using 2.75 (No 12) Needles, cast on 9 sts. 

1st row— K2, (PI, K1) 3 times, K1. 

2nd row — K1, (PI, K1) 4 times. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once. 

**5th row — Rib 4, cast off 2 sts, rib 3. 

6th row — Rib 3, cast on 2 sts, rib 4. 

Work 16 rows rib. ** 

Rep from ** to ** 5 times, then 5th and 6th rows once ... 7 
buttonholes. 

Cont In rib without further buttonholes until band is length 
required to fit (slightly stretched) along fronts and across 
back neck. Cast off In rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using running st (see page 6), join side and sleeve 
seams, reversing seam for % of rib for cuff. Sew front 
band in position. Sew on buttons. Turn back cuffs. Press 
seams. Book 681-Page 5 



RUNNING STITCH SEAM. This is an easier and quicker method than back stitch, yet gives the 
same neat appearance on the right side of the garment. It is worked from the right side, making the 
matching of stripes. Fair Isle and fancy patterns quite simple. The stitches should be taken one 
knitted stitch in from the edge, so care must be taken to “unroll” edges of work as you go along. Use 
a Milward Knitters Needle — this has a blunt end to avoid splitting the yarn. 

Place the 2 pieces of knitting side by side, with right side uppermost. Leaving an end about 15 cm 
long (to be finished off later). Insert the needle from wrong side to right side between the first and 
second rows on the left-hand piece of knitting (this is the only stitch which is taken from the wrong 
side). Move to the right-hand piece of knitting, insert needle between cast-on and first row and bring 
it out between second and third rows (thus picking up 2 cross bars). Return to left-hand piece, insert 
needle In same space as that In which yarn came out from previous stitch (between first and second 
rows) and pick up 2 cross bars. Continue working from side to side in this manner. Leave stitches 
about 1 cm wide until you have completed about 2 cm of stitching, then pull thread up fairly firmly to 
close seam. Yarn should be tight enough so that it does not show, but loose enough to allow the 
garment elasticity. Take care not to pull through the end left at the cast-on edge. 

Check that pieces are even at the top of the rib and at any horizontal lines in the pattern (diagram 
has been shaded as in 2 row stripes to show the correct placement of stitches so that stripes will 
match perfectly). Finish the top of your seam with 1 or 2 straight stitches over the cast-off edge and 
run the end along the edge of the fabric down the seam for about 3 cm. Thread the end left at the 
cast-on edge into your needle and finish this off in the same way (take care that you take the stitches 
over the cast-on edge and not over the seam, and the lower edge of your garment will be perfectly 
straight, with no unsightly dip at the seam). 

If you have trouble matching your work at the top of the rib, 
you may find the following suggestion helpful:— Use a thread 
long enough to join the entire seam. Leaving most of this thread 
free to join the main part of your seam, begin at the top of the rib 
and work towards the cast-on edge as follows — pick up the 
cross bars of the two top rib rows on the left-hand piece of 
knitting, move to the right-hand piece of knitting, leave the top 
row of rib free, then pick up the cross bars of the next 2 rows. 

Continue in this manner with the shorter end of your thread 
until you reach the cast-on edge and finish off as described 
before. Then thread the long end of thread into your needle and 
complete the seam in the normal way. 

If this seam needs to be unpicked at any time, simply cut the 
thread at top and bottom and pull the thread out.

7th row — K27 (30-32-35), “Bobble”, K5, “Bobble”, K55 
(57-59-61), “Bobble”, K5, “Bobble”, K27(30-32-35).

11th row — K24 (27-29-32), “Bobble”, K11, “Bobble”, K49 
(51-53-55), “Bobble”, K11, “Bobble”, K24(27-29-32). 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

15th row — K21 (24-26-29), “Bobble”, K17, “Bobble”, K43 
(45-47-49), “Bobble”, K17, “Bobble”, K21 (24-26-29). 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

19th row — K18 (21-23-26), “Bobble”, K23, “Bobble”, K37 
(39-41-43), “Bobble”, K23, “Bobble”, K18(21-23-26). 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

23rd row — As 15th row. 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

27th row — As 11 th row. 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

31st row — As 7th row. 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

Rows 3 to 34 inci form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures 33 cm ... 13 ins .. . from 
beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape armholes — Keeping patt correct, cast off 8 
(9-10-11) sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 91 (93-97-99) sts 
rem. 

Work 63 (59-63-59) rows patt.

Work 26 rows rib as for Back, dec (dec-inc-Inc) 1 (1-2-2) 
st/s In centre of last row ... 61 (65-68-72) sts. 

Change to 3.25 (No 10) Needles. 

Work 2 rows stocking st. ** 

3rd row - K30 (33-35-38), “Bobble”, K30 (31-32-33). 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

7th row — K27 (30-32-35), “Bobble”, K5, “Bobble”, K27 
(28-29-30). 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

11th row — K24 (27-29-32), “Bobble”, K11, “Bobble”, K24 
(25-26-27). 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

15th row — K21 (24-26-29), “Bobble”, K17, “Bobble”, K21

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

19th row — K18 (21-23-26), “Bobble”, K23, “Bobble”, K18

SLEEVES. Using 2.75 (No 12) Needles, cast on 58 (58-62-62) 
sts. 

Work 20 rows rib as for Back. 

Keeping rib correct, inc at each end of next and foil 4th 
rows until there are 78 (78-82-82) sts. 

Next row — Rib 4 (8-8-2), * Inc In next st, rib 4 (2-2-2), rep 
from * to last 4 (10-8-2) sts, inc in next st, rib 3 (9-7-1)... 93 
(99-105-109) sts. 

Change to 3.25 (No 10) Needles. 

Work 2 rows stocking st. 

3rd row — K46 (49-52-54), “Bobble”, K46 (49-52-54). 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

7th row — K43 (46-49-51), “Bobble”, K5, “Bobble”, K43 
(46-49-51). 

Work 3 rows stocking st. 

11th row — K40 (43-46-48), “Bobble”, K11, “Bobble”, K40

1st and 2nd rows form patt. ** 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 25 times. 

Cast off loosely. 
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Work 7 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND. Using 2.75 (No 12) Needles, cast on 
9 sts. 

1st row — K2, (PI, K1) 3 times, K1.

LEFT FRONT BAND. Work as for Right Front Band, 
omitting buttonholes. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly, taking care not to flatten bobbles. Using running st 
(see page 6), join side and sleeve seams. Sew In sleeves. 
Sew front bands In position. Sew on buttons. Using 
tapisserie yarn, embroider flowers In centre of diamonds 
as illustrated (If desired).

Dec at each end of next and foil 4th rows until 59 (71-71-83) 
sts rem, then in alt rows until 45 (45-51-51) sts rem. 

Next row—* P3 tog, rep from * to end . . . 15 (15-17-17) sts. 
Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT BAND. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, 
cast on 9 sts. 

1st row — K2, (PI, K1) 3 times, K1. 

2nd row — K1, (PI, K1) 4 times. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 89 times. 

Leave sts on stitch-holder. Break off yarn. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, 
cast on 9 sts. 

1st row—K2, (PI, K1)3times, K1. 

2nd row — K1, (PI, K1) 4 times. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows once. 

**5th row — Rib 4, cast off 2 sts, rib 3. 

6th row — Rib 3, cast on 2 sts, rib 4. 

Work 18 rows rib. ** 

Rep from ** to ** 7 times, then 5th and 6th rows once ... 9 
buttonholes. 

Work 15 rows rib. 

Leave sts on needle. Do not break off yarn. 

NECKBAND. Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. Sew 
front bands in position. With right side facing, using 3.00 
(No 11) Needle holding right front band sts and M, knit up 
91 (91-97-97) sts evenly around neck (IncI sts from back 
stitch-holder), rib across left front band sts ... 109 
(109-115-115) sts. 

Work 9 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row and 
working a buttonhole (as before) in 4th and 5th rows. 

Cast off 9 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Work 9 rows rib. 

Cast off in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm Iron, press 
lightly. Using running st (see page 6), join side and sleeve 
seams, reversing seam for % of rib for cuff. Sew in 
sleeves. Turn back cuffs. Fold neckband In half on to 
wrong side and slip-st in position. Sew on buttons. Press 
seams. 


Back-Stitch Seam - This is the method 
most commonly used for joining knitted 
garments. The seam should be sewn one 
full stitch in from the end of each row so that 
all seams will be even. One stitch should be 
worked over every row. Darn in all ends of 
yarn after sewing seams. 



MAKING UP YOUR GARMENT 

Tapestry needles (i.e., those with blunt ends instead of sharp points) are ideal for sewing up knitted 
garments. 

Use the same yarn as that in which you knitted your garment. Certain nubbly yarns are not suitable for 
sewing up and suitable plain yarn should be used. 

Seams should be sewn as instructions given with each garment, and in the order given. 

Do not start with a knot in your yarn when sewing seam. Run the yarn along the seam edge for about 
2.5 cm before commencing.

FAIR ISLE KNITTING 



Many people hesitate to tackle Fair Isle patterns as 
they involve stranding or weaving various colours of 
yarn and may appear complicated. There are a few 
problems, but they are easily solved. 

Many patterns for colour knitting give a chart with 
each square representing one stitch. Working in 
stocking stitch you read the chart from right to left for 
knit rows and left to right for purl rows. 


Stranding and Weaving 

In working designs using two or more colours it is 
better to use stranding whenever possible, as 
weaving always shows a little on the right side. 

Stranding the colours means carrying those not in 
use loosely across the back of the fabric, provided it 
is not over more than 5 stitches. When a loose thread 
must pass over more than 5 stitches, weave it over 
and under the colour in use at the centre point of 
stitches it passes over. There are no definite rules for 
holding the yarns, and most knitters find their own 
method very quickly but the following suggestion, 
once mastered, is very easy: hold the first colour in 
the right hand and the second in the left. Work the 
first colour stitches in the normal way, but with the 
second colour stitches, insert needle into the stitch 
and hook yarn through with the point of the needle. 
For an even finish one colour should be kept above 
and the other below. Tangles may be a problem in 
colour knitting, so here are a few hints: make a habit 
of straightening out yarns at the end of each row. 
Don’t unwind too much yarn at once. Slip an elastic 
band round each ball to prevent further unwinding. If 
using small quantities of yarn,,wind them on to pieces 
of cardboard.

When working Fair Isle at any time, great care must be taken when carrying the yarn across on the wrong side of the work. The 
strand of yarn should actually be looser than the stitches across which it is carried, to allow some elasticity in the completed fabric. 
When picking up the stranded yarn to use it again, it is advisable to s-t-r-e-t-c-h the preceding few stitches along your right-hand 
needle, thus forcing extra length into the strand of yarn before working the next stitch. This method is particularly important when 
working with a circular needle (e.g. on a round yoke), as the stitches tend to bunch together on the thin flexible part of the needle.

Flat Seam. 

This method is sometimes used for knitted 
garments but more often for crochet garments. 
A flat seam may be worked from either the right 
or the wrong side of the work. Place the 2 
pieces of fabric evenly together and sew stitch 
by stitch, always bringing the needle up from 
underneath to top through the centre of the 
stitch, then in same manner through corre¬ 
sponding stitch on second piece of fabric. 

Note-Diagram shows knitted fabric, but method 
is the same for knitting or crochet. Always 
keep work elastic-there should be as much 
stretch in your seam as there is in the rest of 
your garment.

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3rd row — K1, “Ml”, K 8 , * y fwd, K 8 , rep from * to last st, 
“M1”,K1. 

4th row — P10, * (PI, K1) into y fwd, P 8 , rep from * to last 2 
sts, P2. 

5th row — K1, “Ml”, * K3, sll, K 1 , psso, K2 tog, K?, y fwd, 
rep from * to last st omitting y fwd at end of last rep,' “Ml”, 
K1. 

6 th row — As 4th row. 

7th row — K2, * y fwd, (K2 tog, sll, K1, psso) twice, y fwd, 
K2, rep from * to end. 

8 th row — P2, * (PI, K1) Into y fwd, P4, (K1, PI) into y fwd, 
P2, rep from * to end. 

9th row — K3, * y fwd, sl2, K1, psso, K3 tog, y fwd, K4, rep 
from * ending last rep with K3 Instead of K4. 

10th row — P3, * (PI, K1) into y fwd, P2, (K1, PI) into y fwd, 
P 4 , rep from * ending last rep with P3 instead of P4. 

11th row — K4, * y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K2 tog, y fwd, K 6 , rep 
from * ending last rep with K4 instead of K 6 . 

12th row — P4, * (PI, K1) Into y fwd, P2, (K1, PI) into y fwd, 
P 6 , rep from * ending last rep with P4 Instead of P 6 . 

13th row — K5, * y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K2 tog, y fwd, K 8 , rep 
from * ending last rep with K5 instead of K 8 . 

14th row — P5, * (PI, K1) into y fwd, P2, (K1, PI) into y fwd, 
P 8 , rep from * ending last rep with P5 Instead of P 8 . 

15th row — K 6 , * y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K2 tog, y fwd, K10, 
rep from * ending last rep with K 6 instead of K10. 

16th row — Purl. 

17th row — K1, *y fwd, K2 tog, K3, sll, K1, psso, rep from * 
to last st, y fwd, K1. 

18th row — P7, * (PI, K1) into y fwd, P5, rep from * to last 2 
sts, P2. 

19th row — As 17th row. 

20th row — P7. * (K1, PI, K1) into y fwd, P5, (PI, K1) Into 
y fwd, P5, rep from * to last 8 sts, (K1, PI, K1) Into 
y fwd, P7. 

21st row — K1, * y fwd, K2 tog, K3, sll, K1, psso, y fwd, K1, 
y fwd, K2 tog, K3, sll, K1, psso, rep from * to last st, y fwd, 
K1. 

22nd row — P15, * (PI, K1) into y fwd, P13, rep from * to last 
2 sts, P2. 

23rd row — K1, * K2 tog, K4, (y fwd, K1) 3 times, y fwd, K4, 
sll, K1, psso, rep from * to last st, K1. 

24th and alt rows — Purl. 

25th row — K1, * K2 tog, K3, y fwd, K2 tog, (y fwd, K1) 3 
times, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, y fwd, K3, sll, K1, psso, rep 
from * to last st, K1. 

27th row — K 1 , * K2 tog, K2, (y fwd, K2 tog) twice, y fwd, 
K3, (y fwd, sll, K1, psso) twice, y fwd, K2, sll, K 1 , psso, 
rep from * to last st, K1. 

29th row — K1, * K2 tog, K1, (y fwd, K2 tog) twice, y fwd, 
K5, (y fwd, sll, K1, psso) twice, y fwd, K1, sll, K1, psso, 
rep from * to last st, K1. 

31st row — K1, K2 tog, * (y fwd, K2 tog) twice, y fwd, K7, 
(y fwd, sll, K1, psso) twice, y fwd, sll, K3 tog, psso, rep 
from * ending last rep with sll, K1, psso, K1 instead of sll, 
K3 tog, psso. 

33rd row — K2, * (K2 tog, y fwd) twice, K4, “Ml”, K1, 
“Ml”, K4, (y fwd, sll, K1, psso) twice, K1, rep from * to 
last st, K1. 

35th row — K1, K2 tog, * y fwd, K2 tog, y fwd, K13, y fwd, 
sll, K1, psso, y fwd, sll, K2 tog, psso, rep from * ending 
last rep with sll, K1, psso, K1 instead of sll, K2 tog, psso 
... 243 (263-263-283) sts. 

37th row — K2, * K2 tog, y fwd, K15, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, 
K1, rep from * to last st, K1. 

39th row — K1, K2 tog, * y fwd, K17, y fwd, sll, K2 tog, 
psso, rep from * ending last rep with sll, K1, psso, K1 
instead of sll, K2 tog, psso. 

41st row — K5, * y fwd, K 6 , (K1, y fwd, K1) in next st, K 6 , 
y fwd, K7, rep from * ending last rep with K5 instead of K7 
... 291 (315-315-339) sts. 

43rd row — K3, * K2 tog, y fwd, K1, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K3, 
rep from * to end. 

45th row — K2, * K2 tog, y fwd, K3, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K 1 , 
rep from * to last st, K1. 

47th row — K1, K2 tog, * y fwd, K5, y fwd, sll, K2 tog, psso, 
rep from * ending last rep with sll, K1, psso, K1 instead of 
sll, K2tog, psso. 

49th row — K5, * y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K 6 , rep from * ending 
last rep with K4 instead of K 6 . 






51st row — As 43rd row. 

53rd row — As 45th row. 

55th row — As 47th row. 

56th row — Purl. 

Divide for fronts, sieeves and back — Slip first 44 
(47-47-50) sts on to a 3.75 (No 9) Needle so that right side 
will be facing for Left Front. 

Shape raglan armhole — 1st and alt rows — Knit to last st, 
inc in last st. 

Shape front (NOTE — When turning, bring yarn to front of 
work, slip next st on to right-hand needle, y bk, slip st 
back on to left-hand needle, then turn and proceed as 
instructed. This avoids holes In work.) — 2nd row — P5, 
turn. 

4th row — P10, turn. 

6th row — P15, turn. 

8th row —P20, turn. 

10th row — P25, turn. 

12th row — P30, turn. 

13th row — As 1 st row. 

Sizes 14 and 16 only — Inc at end of foil alt rows twice.

Next row — Cast on 3 (3-4-4) sts, purl across all sts . . . 54 
(57-60-63) sts. 

**Work In stocking st until work measures 29 cm . . . 11V 2 
ins . . . from end of raglan shaping, ending with a purl row. 
Sizes 10 and 14 only — dec once in centre of last row . . . 
53 (57-59-63) sts. 

Change to 3.00 (No 11) Needles. 

1st row — K2, * PI, K1, rep from * to last st, K1.

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 8 times. 

Cast off loosely in rib. ** 

Slip next 57 (63-63-69) sts on to a 3.75 (No 9) Needle so that 
right side will be facing for Left Sleeve. 

Shape raglan — Work in stocking st, inc at each end of 
next and alt rows until there are 61 (67-73-81) sts, then in 
every row until there are 81 (87-89-93) sts. 

Next row — Cast on 3(3-4-4) sts, purl across all sts, turn, 
cast on 3(3-4-4) sts . . . 87 (93-97-101) sts. 

Work 20 rows stocking st. 

Next row — K2, K2 tog, knit to last 4 sts, sll, K1, psso, K2. 
Dec (as before) at each end of foil 10th (8th-8th-6th) rows 
until 81 (81-91-71) sts rem, then in foil 8th (6th-6th-4th) rows 
until 61 (61-63-63) sts rem. 

Cont until side edge measures 39 cm . . . 15V4 Ins . . . (or 4 
cm . . . IV 2 Ins . . . less than length desired) from end of 
raglan shaping, ending with a purl row. 

Next row — K5 (5-6-6), *K2 tog, K5, rep from * to last 
7(7-8-8) sts, K2 tog, K5 (5-6-6)... 53 (53-55-55) sts. 

Change to 3.00 (No 11) Needles. 

Work 28 rows rib as for Left Front. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

Slip next 89 (95-95-101) sts on to a 3.75 (No 9) Needle so that 
right side will be facing for Back. 

Shape raglan armholes and back — 1st row — Inc in first 
st, K8, turn. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl to end. 


3rd row — Inc In first st, K18, turn. 

5th row — Inc In first st, K28, turn. 

7th row — Inc in first st, knit across all sts to last st, inc in 
last st. 

Proceed as foil — 1st row — P10, turn. 

2nd and 4th rows — Knit to last st, inc In last st. 

3rdrow— P20, turn. 

5th row — P30, turn. 

6th row — As 2nd row. 

7th row — Purl across all sts . . . 97 (103-103-109) sts. 

Inc at each end of next and alt rows until there are 103 
(109-113-119) sts. 

Next row — Cast on 3 (3-4-4) sts, purl across all sts, turn, 
cast on 3 (3-4-4) sts . . . 109 (115-121-127) sts. 

Work in stocking st until work measures 29 cm . . . 11V 2 Ins 
. . . from end of raglan shaping, ending with a purl row. 
Change to 3.00 (No 11) Needles. 

Work 18 rows rib as for Left Front. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

Slip next 57 (63-63-69) sts on to a 3.75 (No 9) Needle so that 
right side will be facing for Right Sleeve. 

Work as for Left Sleeve. 

Slip next 44 (47-47-50) sts on to a 3.75 (No 9) Needle so that 
right side will be facing for Right Front. 

Shape raglan armhole and front — 1st row — Inc in first st, 
K3, turn. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl to end. 

3rd row — Inc In first st, K8, turn. 

5th row — Inc in first st, K13, turn. 

7th row — Inc in first st, K18, turn. 

9th row — Inc in first st, K23, turn. 

11th row — Inc in first st, K28, turn. 

13th row — Inc In first st, knit across all sts. 

Sizes 14 and 16 only — Inc at beg of foil alt rows twice. 

All Sizes — 51 (54-56-59) sts. 

Next row — Purl to end, turn, cast on 3 (3-4-4) sts . . . 54 
(57-60-63) sts. 

Work as for Left Front from ** to 

RIGHT FRONT BAND. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 
9 sts. 

1st row — K2, (PI, K1) 3 times, K1. 

2nd row — K1, (PI, K1) 4 times. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once. 

** 5th row — Rib 4, cast off 2 sts, rib 3. 

6th row — Rib 3, cast on 2 sts, rib 4. 

Work 16 rows rib. ** 

Rep from ** to ** 9 times, then 5th and 6th rows once . . . 
11 buttonholes. 

Work 4 rows rib. 

Cast off in rib. 

LEFT FRONT BAND. Work as for Right Front Band, 
omitting buttonholes. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm Iron, press 
lightly. Using back-stitch, join raglan seams. Using 
running st (see page 6), join side and sleeve seams, 
reversing seam on % of rib for cuff. Sew front bands in 
position. Sew on buttons. Turn back cuffs. Press seams.

1 pair each 4.00 (No 8) and 3.00 (No 11) or sizes needed to 
give correct tension. 

ACCESSORIES — Milward Knitters Needle to sew seams. 
ABBREVIATIONS - See page 19. 

TENSION — 25 Sts to 10 cm (approx 4 ins) in width over 
stocking st. 

To achieve the desired soft effect, this garment has been 
designed to be worked on larger needles at a looser 
tension than usually recommended. 

Why you should knit a tension square. 

With Correct Tension, your garment will look like our 
photo. 

Using 4.00 (No 8) Needles, cast on 37 sts. 

Work 50 rows stocking st. 

Cast off loosely. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric rule 
across the centre of the square and mark 10 cm with pins 
as shown In photo. Count the number of sts between the 
pins. 

You should have 25 sts. 

Less sts means loose tension — try needles a size 
smaller. 

More sts means tight tension — try needles a size larger. 
When you have achieved the correct tension, use the 
same needles to knit your garment (you may unravel your 
tension square and use the yarn in your garment). 
Remember, if you need to change the needle size to 
achieve the correct tension, you must also change the 
size of needles used In bands, etc. 
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JUMPER (worked sideways in one piece, beg at lower 
edge of sleeve). Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 50 
sts. 

1st row — K2, * P2, K2, rep from * to end. 

2nd row — P2, * K2, P2, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 8 times, then 1 st row once. 

20th row — Rib 3, * inc In next st, rep from * to last 2 sts, rib 
2... 95 sts. 

Change to 4.00 (No 8) Needles. 

1st row — K7, * y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K6, y fwd, K2 tog, K6, 
rep from * to last 8 sts, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K6. 

2nd and ait rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K5, * K2 tog, y fwd, K1, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K4, 
sll, K1, psso, y fwd, K5, rep from * to last 10 sts, K2 tog, 
y fwd, K1, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K5. 

5th row — K4, * K2 tog, y fwd, K3, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K4, 
y fwd, K2 tog, K3, rep from * to last 11 sts, K2 tog, y fwd, 
K3, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K4. 

7th row — K3, * K2 tog, y fwd, K5, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K2, 
sll, K1, psso, y fwd, K3, rep from * to last 12 sts, K2 tog, 
y fwd, K5, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K3. 

8th row — Purl. 

Rows 1 to 8 inci form patt. 

Cont In patt until work measures approx 50 cm . . . 19% ins 
. . . from beg, ending with a 7th patt row. 

Shape for back and front — 1st row — Cast on 64 sts, purl 
to end, turn, cast on 64 sts . . . 223 sts. 

Work 34 (38-42) rows patt across all sts, beg with a 1st patt 
row. 

Divide for back and front — 1st row — Patt 110, sll, K1, 
psso, turn. 

Cont on these 111 sts. 

Work 74 rows patt. Break off yarn. 

Join yarn to rem 111 sts, patt to end. 

Work 74 rows patt. 

Next row — Purl to last st, inc In last st, purl across other 
set of 111 sts . . . 223 sts. 

Work 33 (37-41) rows patt. 

Shape for 2nd sleeve — Cast off 64 sts at beg of next 2 
rows . . . 95 sts. 

Cont in patt until work measures same as 1st sleeve to top 
of rib, ending with a 7th patt row. 

Next row — P3, * P2 tog, rep from * to last 2 sts, P2 . . . 50 
sts. 

Change to 3.00 (No 11) Needles. 

Work 20 rows rib as before. 

Cast off loosely In rib. 

LOWER BANDS (Make 2). Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast 
on 102 (106-110) sts. 

Work 32 rows rib as before. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using back-stitch, sew cast-off edge of lower 
bands to back and front, easing garment to fit. Using 
running st (see page 6), join side and sleeve seams. Press 
seams. 
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WASHING INSTRUCTIONS FOR HAND KNITS 


BEFORE WASHING — Make any needed repairs. Remove unwashable buttons or 
trimming, close zip and turn garment inside out. 

WASHING — Please don’t pre soak. Ordinary washing powders are not designed 
for washing wool. Patons recommend Martha Gardener’s Wool Mix,the quick and 
easy way to keep your handknits looking and feeling like new. 

Dissolve the Wool Mix in warm (not hot) water before Immersing the garment. 
Squeeze the garment gently in the solution — do not rub. 

RINSING — If Martha Gardener’s Wool Mix is used, rinsing is not necessary 
except in cases of heavy soiling when we do suggest rinsing in warm water. It is 
also wise to carefully rinse contrast striped garments to avoid any colour running. 

If other washing agents are used, rinse the garment thoroughly in warm (not cold) 
water until the water is clear. Support your garment with both hands whenever you 
lift it to prevent stretching. 

DRYING — Place the garment inside a pillow slip and spin dry, or squeeze It 
between towels to remove excess water. 

Lay the garment on a flat surface out of direct sunlight and pat it Into shape. 

Never hang a hand-knitted garment. When drying colour contrast knitteds, do not 
leave contrasting areas in contact with each other while wet or damp. 

Do not tumble dry 

PRESSING — Generally wool or cotton garments should be pressed with a warm 
Iron and a slightly damp cloth. 
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KNITTING ABBREVIATIONS 

K = knit; P = purl; si = slip; psso = pass slipped stitch(es) over; tbi = through back of loop(s); 
y bk = yarn back — take yarn under needle from purling position into knitting position; y ft = yarn 
front — bring yarn under needle from knitting position into purling position; y fwd = yarn forward — 
bring yarn under needle, then over into knitting position again, thus making a stitch; yon = yarn over 
needle — take yarn over top of needle into knitting position, thus making a stitch; yrn = yarn round 
needle — take yarn right around needle into purling position, thus making a stitch; “M1” = make 1 — 
pick up loop which lies before next stitch, place on left-hand needle and knit (or purl) into back of loop; 
garter st = every row knit; stocking st = 1 row knit, 1 row purl; purl fabric = 1 row purl, 1 row knit (purl 
side is right side). 

When instructions read — “Cast off 2 sts, K2“ (or similar stitches), the stitch left on the right-hand 
needle, after casting off, is counted as one stitch. 

alt = alternate; beg = begin or beginning; cont = continue; dec = decrease, decreased, decreases 
or decreasing; foil = following or follows; inc = Increase, increased, increases or increasing; 
inci = including or inclusive; 0 = no rows, stitches or times; patt = pattern; rem = remain, remains, 
remainder or remaining; rep = repeat; st, sts = stitch, stitches; tog = together; cm = centimetre(s); 
ins = inches. 

The first row is always the right side of the work unless otherwise stated. 
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Yarn colours illustrated have been reproduced as accurately as the printing process permits. 
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
